NEVER SO DRY BEFORE. 



^ Secrets of Its Bed Are Being 
Revealed and Its Exit 
May Be Discovered. 



Startling disfiovery ha»- just been 
made in Mammoth Cave, which is 
undisputably the effect of the drouth 
which has prevailed over this sec- 
tion for ninety d^ys, says the Bowl 
ing Green Messenger. 

In some of the avenues where wa- 
ter from ten to fif teeh feet stood it 
is now perfectly dry. In some places 
where people can walk with ease 
* and safely the oldest guide or visitor 
■annot remember to have seen the 
places without water. 
The effect is more noticeable on 
. Echo river than any place. That fa- 
' mous stream which normally can 
only be traversed for a short dis- 

«ce, owing to the water and the 
f of the cave being so near 6ach 
other, can now be traveled for miles, 
and it is claimed that ^ the echoes, 
grand at all times, have been intens- 
ified thousands of times by the low 
water. 

Many of the avenues and inlets 
not known to have existed before 
have been discovered, and at the 
present water stage many miles of 
avenues and grottoes can be seen. 

While the water is low an effort 
will be made to locate the exit of the 
Echo river, and this may reault in 
some wonderful discoveries. Many 
local people who hs^e visited the 
cave often, some as many mj^ dozen 
times, are going to the cave to see 
Echo river under present conditions. 

This is the first time in the history 
of Mammoth Cave, more than a hun- 
dred years, that the water has been 
so low as at present, and those fa- 
miliar with the cave claim that it 
will probably be two months until 
the river and other waters will rise 
to a normal condition.

Virgin Timber Will All Bs Cut, Ds- 
dares Trcadwell Clsvslsnd, .Ir 
Claims Forests Rightly Used Should 
Go on Producing Forever. 
■Wc lire now cutting timber from 
tlif for.'sts of the. United States at the 
rate of 000 feet board measure a year 
for every man, woman and child. In 
Europe they use only sixty board feet ' 
I Few statements could be made which 
would better convince the average man 
that the United States leads the world 
in the demand for timber. It is made 
by Treadwell Cleveland, Jr., In a cir- 
cular which treats of the consfrvatlon 
of the forests, soi!, wat.'r and nil tin- 
other great natural resources whicli 
was recently published hy the United 
States forest service. In speaking fur 
ther of the consumption of timber in 
I the United States Mr. Cleveland says: 
1 "At this rate lu less than thirty 
j years all our remaining vlrtdn timber 
I will be cut. Meantime the forests 
which have been cut over are general- 
! ly in a bad way for want of care. 
They will produce only Inferior second 
growt!'.. \Vc arc clearly over the verse 
of a timber famine. 

"This Is not due to necessity, for the 
forests are one of the renewable re- 
sources. Rightly used they go on pro- 
ducing crop after crop indefinlfoly. 
The countries of Europe know this, 
and Japan knows It. and their forest* 
are becoming with time not less but 
more productive. We probably still 
possess sufflclent forest land to grow 
wood enough at home to supply our 
own needs. If we are not blind or 
willfully wasteful we may yet pre- 
serve our forest independence and with 
it the fourth of our great industries. 

"Present wastes in luml)er produc- 
tion are enormous. Take the case of 
yellow pine, which now beads the list 
in the volume of annual cut In 1907 
it la estimated that only one-half of 
all the yellow pine cut during the sea- 
son was used and that the other half, 
amounting to 8,000,000 cords, was 
wasted. Such waste la typical. B. A. 
Long in' his address on 'Forest Con- 
servation' at the conference of gov- 
erners last spring pointed out that 20 
per cent of the yellow pine was sim- 
ply left In the woods, a waste which 
represents the timber growing on 300.- 
000 acres.

"But tliere aro other ways to con- 
seive the fon-.sis besides cutting in 
luilf the prcsen! waste of forest prod- 
uces. The forests can be made to pro- 
duce three or tour times as rapidly as 
they do at present. This is true of 
both the virgin forests and the cut 
over lands. Virgin forests arc often 
fully stocked with first class timber, 
but this stock has been laid in very 
slowly on account of the wasteful com- 
petition which is carried on constantly 
between the rival trees. Then, too, in 
the virgin forests there are very many 
trees which have reached maturity and 
stopped growing, and these occupy 
space which if held by younger trees 
would be laying In a new stock con- 
stantly. As regards the cut over land, 
severe cutting followed by fire has 
checked growth so seriously that In 
most cases reproduction . is both poor 
and slow, while in many other cases 
there is no true forest reproduction at 
all at present, and there Is but little 
hoiie for the future."
